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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority under 35 
U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d). The certified copy has been filed in parent Application No. 
09/112,767, filed on 10 July 1998. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 08 January 2004 was 
filed and is being considered by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 -7 are allowed. 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Fabbri (US 6,068,367), Drake (US 5,160,945), Asai et al (US 
5,148,194), Pond et al (US 5,057,854), and Chan et al (US 5,016,023) all disclose an 
array of inkjet printhead modules attached to a support frame or base plate for printing 
in page width printing. 

Reasons for Allowance 

5. The primary reason for the allowance of claims 1 and 7 is the inclusion of the 
limitation of a plurality of ink distribution structures that are positioned in the support 
structure, each irk distribution structure defining a number of ink channels in fluid 
communication with ink channels of an adjacent ink distribution structure such that the 
ink distribution structures together define ink channels that extend a length of the 
support structure. It is these limitations found in each of the claims, as they are claimed 
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in the combination, that has not been found, taught or suggested by the prior art of 
record which makes these claims allowable over the prior art.
